1. PASOK LEADER ANDREAS PAPANDREOU LAMBASTED THE GREEK 
GOVT AUG 6, ACCUSING IT IN A SPEECH OF "FOLLOWING 

A DANGEROUS COURSE ON CYPRUS". PAPANDREOU. LAUDING A 
SPEECH BY CYPRUS OPPOSITION LEADER LYSSARIDES, WAS 
PARTICULARLY EXERCISED BY THE GOVERNMENTS ACCEPTANCE 
OF THE EC-9'S MEDIATION ROLE IN CYPRUS, WHICH HE ALLEGED 
WAS A GERMAN INITIATIVE. PAPANDREOU ARGUED THE EC-9 
IS NO MORE THAN A STALKING HORSE OF THE UNITED STATES 
AND, THEREFORE, NATO, AND WILL SEEK TO CARRY OUT WHAT HE 
ARGUES IS THE LONG TERM GOAL OF THE US, THE PARTITION 
OF CYPRUS. 

2. ON AUG 7 THE PAPER OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY (MOSCOW 
ORIENTED) "RIZOSPASTIC" EDITORIALLY ATTACKED THE EC-9 
INITIATIVE, DECRYING IT AS A WAY TO CIRCUMVENT THE 
UNITED NATIONS, DIVIDE CYPRUS, AND ADVANCE THE 
INTERESTS OF NATO.
